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Retail park 
c will destroy 
city shops’ 


NEWS that plans for a multi¬ 
million pound retail park in Ely 
are set for approval has sparked 
fears for the future of the city 
centre’s shops. 

Residents are worried that 
building Octagon Park - a huge 
out-of-town shopping and lei¬ 
sure development on land south 
of the Cambridgeshire Business 
Park in Angel Drove - will have a 
“devastating” impact on city 
centre trade. 

The scheme, submitted by 
Healy Investments Ltd, has been 
in the pipeline for years and, as 
reported last week, is being rec¬ 
ommended for approval by plan¬ 
ners at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council. 

The applicants say the new 
development will not only create 
hundreds of new jobs for local 
people, but also encourage more 
people to shop in Ely. 

Droves of residents have 
thrown their support behind the 
scheme - but some local people 
disagree.

Lesley Springthorpe, of Ely’s 
Cam Drive, said: “I’m worried 
this out-of-town development 
will have a devastating impact 
on the city centre. 

“Ely is a traditional cathedral 
city which is blessed with quirky, 
independent shops. 

“Building a monstrous new 
retail park on the outskirts of 
town will make it like the major¬ 
ity of other towns or cities in the 
UK and I think that would be a 
great shame. 

“It will also sway people away 
from the city centre as they’ll be 
able to park there and find eve¬ 
rything they need in one place.” 

Graeme Lymer, from Little 
Thetford, is also concerned. 

He said: “I’m not for this new 
retail park at all. 

“Part of what makes Ely so 
unique is its independent shops 
in the city centre and this will 
completely destroy them.” 

The development would see a 


new Tesco superstore, a petrol 
station, a DIY store, a restaurant, 
six retail units, a hotel, pub and 
offices built on the site. 

Ely Traders’ Assocation has 
described the scheme as a “death 
star development which will 
orbit Ely and suck the people, the 
trade and the heart out of Ely 
life.” 

The development is being rec¬ 
ommended for approval, subject 
to conditions, and a decision will 
be made by the council’s plan¬ 
ning committee.

Father, 42, found 
dead in prison cell

A DAD was found dead in a prison 
cell less than two days after he 
admitted setting fire to his own 
home. 

An investigation has been 
launched after Stuart Baumber, 42, 
was found dead in his cell at HMP 
Peterborough. 

Father-of-one Mr Baumber, of 
Black Horse Drove, Littleport, was 
arrested last month after he set fire 
to his home. 

He was charged with arson, reck¬ 
less as to whether life was endan¬ 
gered, and pleaded guilty at 
Cambridge Crown Court last 
Wednesday. 

He was remanded in custody 
until sentencing and in the early 
hours of Friday, Mr Baumber was 
found dead in his prison cell. 

The Independent Prisons and 
Probation Ombudsman will now 
investigate his death. 

A spokesman for the Ministry of 
Justice said: “HMP Peterborough 
prisoner Stuart Baumber was 
found unresponsive in his cell at 
4.20am on Friday, November 15. 

“Prison staff attempted CPR and 


paramedics attended but he was 
pronounced dead at 4.47am. 

“As with all deaths in custody, the 
Independent Prisons and 
Probation Ombudsman will con¬ 
duct an investigation.” 

Mr Baumber, a keen photogra¬ 
pher and long distance runner, 
leaves his wife, Sarah, and a young 
daughter. 

Firefighters were called to his 
home in Black Horse Drove around 
10.45am on Monday, October 28, 
after receiving reports that a man 
had set fire to the house and was 
still inside. 

One fire crew from Ely and anoth¬ 
er fire crew from Littleport extin¬ 
guished the flames and treated Mr 
Baumber for smoke inhalation. 

He was later arrested and 
charged. 

A spokesman for Cambridge 
Crown Court confirmed that Mr 
Baumber attended court on 
Wednesday, November 13 and that 
he pleaded guilty to the charge of 
arson. 

He added: “The case was 
adjourned to January 13 for sen¬ 
tencing and the defendant was 
remanded in custody.”

A CHILDMINDER is cam¬ 
paigning to get a pedestrian 
crossing outside her village 
primary school. 

Mum-of-two Emma Turrell 
says lives are being put at risk 
when crossing the road to get 
to and from Downham 
Feoffees Primary School in 
Little Downham. 

Emma, 33, of Matthew Wren 
Close, says there have been 
numerous near collisions out¬ 
side the school, in Main Street. 

She said: “It’s extremely dan¬ 
gerous. We haven’t got any sort 
of crossing and we haven’t got 
a lollipop lady or man. 

“There is a lot of fast moving 
traffic in Main Street; cars 
park either side of the street 
and buses drop off outside the 
school. 

“Parents have to cross the 
road with their children com¬ 
pletely unaided and the visi¬ 
bility is terrible. 

“Enough is enough. There 
have been numerous near 
misses where parents have 
had to quickly pull their chil¬ 
dren out of the road to stop 
them being hit by a vehicle. 

“We need a proper pedestri¬ 
an crossing which forces 
motorists to slow down and 
stop in order to let us cross. 

“If we don’t get one soon I 


really fear there’s going to be a 
serious accident.” 

Emma has been gathering 
support for the crossing since 
the summer and now has an 
army of parents behind her. 

Local councillor Anna Bailey, 
Busy Fingers Pre-school, the 
primary school itself and Little 
Downham Parish Council are 
also all in support of the cross¬ 
ing. 

Emma said: “The county 
council have told me we can’t 
get a crossing because not 
enough children cross the 
road and that the road is not 
busy enough. That’s complete 
nonsense. 

“Even if the council can only 
afford to partly fund the cross¬ 
ing, I would be willing to fund¬ 
raise to pay the rest.”

After around two years of 
campaigning, the county 
council finally agreed to part 
fund a new crossing and the 
facility was completed earlier 
this year. 

Emma is meeting outside the 
primary school in Little 
Downham on Friday with MP 
Steve Barclay to discuss the 
issue. 

A county council spokesman 
said residents and organisa¬ 
tions are now able to apply for 
funding for highway improve¬ 
ments. 

Applicants can seek up to 
£10,000 as a contribution to 
their scheme with an expecta¬ 
tion that they will provide 10 
per cent or more of the cost.

Find a better solution, council 

THE proposed closure of the Post Office in the 
High Street has now reached a disgraceful 
situation.

THE lazy lack of preparation for the move of 
Ely’s Post Office from premises managed by 
Lloyds chemists shows a casual contempt for 
the citizens of Ely. 

This is not relieved by confident statements of 
possible improvements to come. Real 
improvements are needed and, whereas longer 
opening hours are welcome, that is small 
change. 

When the closure of the sub-post office in St 
John’s Road was first announced, many people 
warned that the only post office in Ely, to be 
shared with the chemists, would not be fit for 
purpose; they were soon proved right, when 
the shop had to be divided into two, to 
separate the post office from the normal shop. 
Space within the Premier convenience store 
will face the same problems, with shop 
customers competing with clients for the post 
office, and long queues extending into the 
High Street. 

A notice on the door of the Post Office 
announced a public consultation, closing date 
October 15th, but the consultation was not 
easy to access and no results have been 
published. I wonder how many replied to the 
consultation? 

The planning application for a temporary 
building for five months in the Paradise car 
park is an insult to us all. 

Recent expansions in the city have included 
very little apart from housing, with medical 
facilities and other vital infrastructure having 
to be sorted out later. This is not good enough. 
If 3,000 new houses are to be built to the north 
of Ely, infrastructure must be sorted out first, 
before the houses are built, and it is vital that a 
new Post Office is included in the plans. We 
must not be held to ransom in this way again.

Driver who smuggled 
cigarettes is jailed

AVAN driver caught with tens of thou¬ 
sands of pounds worth of smuggled 
cigarettes in his possession has been 
jailed. 

Darius Rutkauskas, 36, was stopped 
by police on the side of the A142 
between Ely and Soham in January 
this year. 

During a search of his vehicle they 
found over 12kg of hand rolling tobac¬ 
co (HRT) in the front foot well. 

HM Revenues and Customs (HMRC) 
officers were called and interviewed 
Rutkauskas at his home in Whitgrift 
Road, Teversham, a few days later. 

His parked van was searched and 
officers found further quantities of 
smuggled cigarettes and tobacco. 

Over 1,400 Lithuanian cigarettes 
were discovered in the front of the 
van, and a brown cardboard box 
located the rear contained 20kg of 
hand rolling tobacco. 



A search of his house uncovered 
another 85kg of HRT, over 38,100 
mixed brand cigarettes concealed in 
the upstairs rooms and 60kg of HRT in 
boxes in his garage. 

Rutkauskas was charged with being 


fraudulently concerned in the evasion 
of duty, with the estimated excise 
duty loss of £38,303, and last 
Wednesday he was sentenced at 
Ipswich Crown Court to 16 months - 
half of which he will serve in jail and 
the other half of which will be sus¬ 
pended on licence. 

Paul Barton, assistant director of 
criminal investigation for HMRC, 
said: “Rutkauskas was caught red- 
handed with tobacco in his van that 
he knew was illegal. 

“He blatantly continued his illegal 
activities and was again found in pos¬ 
session of larger quantities of smug¬ 
gled cigarettes and tobacco. 

“This criminal activity damages not 
only the UK economy but the liveli¬ 
hoods of local Cambridgeshire shop 
keepers who have to compete against 
this illegal trade. 

“People with information about 
tobacco smuggling should call our 
Customs Hotline on 0800 59 5000.” 


Man who fell 20ft from 
ladder refuses treatment 


Christmas park and ride 
bus service is launched 


A MAN fell about 20ft from 
a ladder but escaped with¬ 
out serious injury. 

Emergency services were 
called to Ely’s Riverside 
area after a man in his 40s 
fell from a ladder. 

The incident happened at 
around 12pm last Thursday. 

Paramedics were on hand 
but the man refused treat¬ 
ment. A spokesman for the 


East of England Ambulance 
Service said: “The incident 
happened near to the river 
in Ely. 

“We sent one ambulance 
and one rapid response 
vehicle to the scene. 

“The man actually refused 
treatment and was left in 
the care of his family. 

“It appears he certainly 
had a lucky escape.” 


A CHRISTMAS park and 
ride bus service launched 
in Ely on Saturday. 

The City of Ely Council 
and Ely Soham Dial a Ride 
have joined forces to launch 
the service in the city. 

Just like the old park and 
ride service, the buses are 
taking people to and from 
the city centre from the car 
park at Ely College, in 


Downham Road. The ser¬ 
vice is running every 
Saturday until to December 
21 and is costing the city 
council around £2,000. 

It is hoped the temporary 
service will boost trade in 
the run up to Christmas 
and reduce congestion. 

The cost is 50p each way 
for adults and free for 
under-lOs.

RUN-down outbuildings 
in one of Ely’s most sought 
after areas look set to be 
transformed into homes. 

The former agricultural 
buildings at the centre of 
the plans are on land at 
the rear of 49-51, 
Waterside, in Ely’s conser¬ 
vation area. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council has 
received a planning appli¬ 
cation for the outbuild¬ 
ings to be renovated into 
three homes, complete 
with parking. 

In a statement to the 
council, the applicants’ 
agents, Soham-based 
architects Andrew Fleet, 
described the current 
state of the site as 
“unsightly”. 

They said: “The site and 
buildings are located 
within the development 


envelope for Ely and are 
also within the Ely 
Conservation Area. 

“The site is surrounded 
by a mix of residential and 
commercial premises and 
is deemed to be a key site 
on the river frontage, 
being adjacent to the riv¬ 
erside walk and large 
green open space. 

“There are three main 
single storey buildings on 
site worthy of retention 
and subsequent conver¬ 
sion. 

“There are a number of 
other buildings present on 
the site, however these

could be termed as either 
temporary structures or 
are in such a poor state of 
repair that retention and 
conversion would not be 
an option.” 

The agents said all build¬ 
ing materials used would 
be “of a nature very much 
in line with what you 
would expect to see with¬ 
in a conservation area”. 

A decision could be 
made within eight weeks.

A DRIVE to tackle homelessness 
in the Ely area has prevented doz¬ 
ens of families from losing the 
roof over their heads in just three 
months. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council ramped up its efforts to 
tackle homelessness earlier this 
year as it was spending hundreds 
of thousands of pounds on put¬ 
ting people up in B&B accommo¬ 
dation. 

By taking what the council 
describes as a new “proactive, 
preventive approach”, the author¬ 
ity is now not placing anyone in 
B&Bs and has prevented 51 house¬ 
holds in the district from becom¬ 
ing homeless. 

The changes over the last three 
months have also saved the 
authority £150,000 - all of which 
council leader James Palmer says 
has been put back into the budget 
to be used elsewhere. 

Cllr Palmer said: “It has been 
fantastic to see the turn around in 
the service which we are able to 
provide to our residents threat¬ 
ened with homelessness. 

“By changing our approach, we 
have dealt with the short term 
problems which saw thousands of 
pounds being spent on temporary 
accommodation and now can 
focus on the more long term stra¬ 
tegic issues facing East 
Cambridgeshire.” 

Some of the changes have 
included developing better work-

MORE than 17,000 homes in 
Cambridgshire may be at risk 
this winter as thieves target 
the county’s rural homes for 
central heating oil. 

OFTEC, the UK trade body 
for the oil fired heating 
industry, is warning oil users 
in East Cambridgeshire to 
think about the risk of oil 
theft and take the necessary 
precautions to protect their 
tanks from theft. 

In recent years oil thefts 
have increased across the 
country due to exceptionally 
harsh winters and higher fuel 
prices. This trend is expected 
to continue as the weather 
turns colder, with the 
number of thefts increasing 
as homeowners replenish 
their tanks. Malcolm Farrow, 
from OFTEC, said: 
“Unfortunately, oil is a 
valuable asset so this is a 
problem we’re seeing more 
frequently. 

“Quite often oil users don’t 
know anything has happened 
until their heating suddenly 


stops working and they are 
horrified to find that their 
tank has been drained, so it is 
good practice to check your 
tank level regularly. 

“The fuel tank can be 
damaged in the process of 
theft so it’s not just the cost 
and inconvenience of 
replacing the oil that users 
need to be aware of. 

“In extreme cases a new 
tank is required which can 
leave someone without 
heating for several days and 
with quite a hefty bill. 

“The good news is that 
there are some simple things 
that can be done to limit the 
risk of theft, such as fitting 
lockable caps and installing a 
security light to deter thieves. 

“Electronic level gauges and 
alarms are also very effective 
in alerting someone to a 
sudden drop in their oil 
level.”

Amelie died in November 2008, 
just 12 hours after contracting the 
deadly disease. 

Beth initially vowed to run three 
marathons and three half-mara- 
thons - 118 miles - for Meningitis 
Now. 

But, despite having a business to 
manage and two part-time jobs to 
juggle alongside being a mum, she 
decided to run an extra 65 miles. 

She said: “I did not want to stop 
for Amelie. 

“I wanted to see how many I 
could do in a year for a very beau¬ 
tiful girl and a great charity. 

“My friends call me Wonder 
Woman, but it’s easy when my 
family and friends are so support¬ 
ive and it’s for such a good cause. 

“My sister Amy has also been 
amazing, encouraging me by 
coming to support at some races 
and with the children - she and 
my partner Richard have been 
amazing. 

“It doesn’t matter about the fin¬ 
ishing times - it became about 
keeping going for Amelie.” 

Steve Dayman, founder of 
Meningitis Now, said: “She is a 
true inspiration and raised a fan¬ 
tastic amount, every penny will 
help us fund pioneering research 
to eradicate the horrific disease.”

COMEDIANS and comedy actors are often 
supposed to be gloomy miserabilists when 
you meet them in real life but charming 
Ben Miller, star of The Duck House, gives 
the lie to this widespread belief. 

It was very much the quality of 
the script written by TV comedy 
stalwarts Dan Patterson and Colin 
Swash that clinched it for Ben 
when he was approached 
to play the central role of 
Robert Houston MP. 

"The piece was so 
funny and the timing so 
perfect that I had to do 
it," says Ben. 

The Duck House, as 
the title suggests, takes 
us back to that fateful 
night in 2009 when the 
MPs' expenses scandal 
first broke. Robert 
Houston, the character 
played by Ben, is ostensibly a 
Labour MP who, fearful of being turfed out by 
the voters at the impending General Election, 
has opted to defect to the Conservatives. The 
Tory high command has therefore decided to 
send one of the party grandees to see if Robert 


is "squeaky clean”. 

There is nothing in Ben's background to 
suggest that this son of academic parents 
would decide to make his living as an actor and 
comedian, although Ben remembers the Miller 
household as being full of jokes and laughter 
and even when the Millers get together 
today much hilarity ensues. Yet Ben showed 
remarkable strength of character when going 
up to Cambridge to read Natural Sciences. 
Rather than heading straight for the Footlights, 
Ben devoted the three years of his degree 
course to hard study with a devotion to his 
academic work unusual in a future performer. 

"Science is, and remains, a big passion of 
mine," Ben points out. "For those three years, 

I was totally focused on the subject. I had to 
get the sciences out of my system and, besides, 
I was very interested in what was happening 
in physics at the time. I don't feel in any way 
divided between comedy and science. For me, 
they are two sides of the same coin. Without 
wishing to sound pretentious or pseudy, I 
honestly believe that both comedy and science 
share a sceptical attitude to the world. They 
both want to find out what is real and they 
both want to cut things down to size."

CLASSICAL BRIT Award-winning violinist 
Chloe Hanslip will appear with the Czech 
National Symphony Orchestra as part of the 
Cambridge News -backed Cambridge Classical 
Concert Series. Andrew Burton spoke to her 
to find out more... 

What inspired you to play the violin? 

I started to play the violin when I was two. 
I'm the youngest of four and the next one 
in the family was studying piano at the 
Academy in London and she was practicing 
five or six hours every day. As soon as I 
could walk, I would go and stand at the 
piano and pick out the notes of the pieces 
she was playing. My parents decided they 
didn't want another pianist in the house 
so they gave me a violin and took me to 
Suzuki violin lessons which I loved. I've never 
looked back! 

What have been your most important 
influences? 

Professor Zakhar Bron, with whom I studied 
for 10 years in Germany and wherever he 
happened to be; he was very nomadic. All of 
his students used to travel around the world. 
He is a massive influence on my playing. 

Also, Ida Haendel who is a phenomenal 
violinist. She's around 80-years-old but plays 
with such youthfulness and joy. She has 
incredible musicality and is a truly wonderful 
person as well. 

What do you hope Cambridge audiences will 
feel when they hear you playing Bruch’s 
Violin Concerto No. I? 

I really hope audience members get totally 



was playing Britten's Violin Concerto and 
about two pages from the end I suddenly 
heard this massive crack. I had no idea what 
had happened but I was aware that the 
violin wasn't making any sound. I flung my 
violin at the lead violinist, grabbed his violin, 
carried on playing, looked down and saw the 
bridge of my violin lying on the stage! 

Tell us about your violin. 

It's a Guarneri del Gesu violin which was 
made in 1737 in Cremona. It's just the 
most extraordinary instrument. It gives me 
so many possibilities in terms of tone and 
colour. Even when playing quietly, it has the 
ability to carry the sound right to the back ol 
the hall. I'm incredibly fortunate to have it; I 
absolutely love it. 

What has been the high point of your career 
so far? 

Recording with the London Symphony 
Orchestra when I was 13 and performing 
in the Proms for the very first time when I 
was 14 were two amazing points in my life 
and in my career but also playing for Yehudi 
Menuhin when I was five. 

If you could transport yourself back in time 
to the premiere of any piece of classical 
music, which would it be? 

The Brahms Violin Concerto on January 
1st 1879 in Leipzig. It is now one of the 
mainstays of the violin repertoire with 
its luscious melodies, inherent musical 
depth and the dancing vivacity of the 
last movement, but one critic at the time 
declared it to be 'a concerto against the 
violin rather than for it'! 



lost in the music, forget their daily troubles 
and come on a musical journey with me. It's 
got everything you could possibly want in 
a concerto. It has all the virtuosic elements 
you'd expect but it's also got the most 
emotional second movement; it's absolutely 
glorious. 

What would you say to anyone who has never 
been to an orchestral concert and isn’t sure 
what to expect? 

I've worked with the Czech National 
Symphony Orchestra before and they really 
are fantastic musicians. Also, Petr Altrichter 
who is conducting this concert is absolutely 
phenomenal to work with so I think it's 
going to be a very exciting concert. So I'd 
say just come along, try it out and enjoy it. 
Do you have any particularly amusing 
anecdotes from your career? 

I was performing with the Tonkiinstler 
Orchestra in Vienna with Mihail Jurovski. I

THE HUNGER GAMES: 
CATCHING FIRE 

certificate 12A, 2h26m 

BUILDING on the robust 
foundations of last year's 
opening salvo, Catching Fire 
is a lean and muscular sequel 
which strikes a pleasing 
balance between brawn and 
brains. 

Director and scriptwriters 
Michael Arndt and Simon 
Beaufoy aren't in a hurry to 
bludgeon us with bloodshed 
and savagery. Instead they 
invest precious time in 
developing sinewy emotional 
bonds between characters 
and light the fuse on civil 
unrest that will explode in the 
concluding chapter. 

The film opens with resilient 
heroine Katniss Everdeen 
(Jennifer Lawrence) back in 
District 12, hunting alongside 
her beau, Gale Hawthorne 
(Liam Hemsworth). They 
steal a kiss in secret before 
Katniss returns to the Victors' 
Village to continue her 
fake romance with Peeta 
Mellark (Josh Hutcherson) 
for the cameras. President 
Snow (Donald Sutherland) is 
waiting for her. 

"I think we'll make this 
whole situation a lot simpler 
by agreeing not to lie to each 


other,'' growls Snow, who 
threatens Gale's life if Katniss 
steps out of line. 

Flanked by booze-sodden 
mentor Haymitch Abernathy 
(Woody Harrelson) and 
sartorially daring escort Effie 
Trinket (Elizabeth Banks), 
Katniss and Peeta tour the 
districts, scenting rebellion in 
the air. 

Meanwhile, Snow recruits a 
new Games creator, Plutarch 
Heavensbee (Philip Seymour 
Hoffman), to stage a special 
anniversary tournament 
known as the Quarter Quell, 
which will pit the darlings 
of District 12 against former 
winners in the ultimate duel 
of death. 

In the arena, Katniss and 
Peeta risk everything once 
again to keep each other 
alive, forging alliances with 
cocksure Finnick Odair 
(Sam Claflin) and his elderly 
mentor Mags (Lynn Cohen), 
quixotic duo Beetee (Jeffrey 
Wright) and Wiress (Amanda 


Plummer) and rabble-rousing 
loose cannon Johanna Mason 
(Jena Malone). 

Running six minutes longer 
that the first film, Catching 
Fire whets the appetite for a 
devastating final stand. The 
script turns up the heat on 
the central love triangle to a 
brisk simmer, while Lawrence 
and Hutcherson expertly 
navigate their characters' 
conflicting emotions, 

With an extra $50m in the 
sequel's budget, production 
design doesn't disappoint 
and costume designer Trish 
Summerville pulls out the 
stops for Effie's wacky 
wardrobe, including a dress 
festooned with monarch 
butterflies. 

Most of the violence in the 
arena takes place off screen 
but as the cliffhanger ending 
of the sequel makes clear, 
before every storm there is 
a lull.

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


U Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

Q Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss.

to have competed at this level and proud 
grandfather David was there to witness the 
occasion. 

Andrew also tasted victory after a slow start.
